Four men admit to dismembering body in court

Four young men admitted

Justice Sterling Sander- 
man said that the four 
turned the apartment into 
“something resembling a 
private chamber of hor¬ 
rors,” then handed Cos- 
toucos and Gray each four 
years, Harris four years 
three months, and Grapen¬ 
tine 32 months.

Report pushes Expo bid

A report is recommending 
Edmonton chase the 
chance to host a world’s 
fair, spending up to $2.25 
million to make a business 
case and a national bid to 
bring the Expo to Alberta’s 
capital. 

The province should 
pitch in, matching the cash 
paid by the city in the bid, 
and if successful, both gov¬ 
ernments should expect a 
$1.6 billion to $3 billion 
price tag to host the 2017 
Expo, says the city report 


that was released yester¬ 
day. 

“I think it’s well worth it 
and it will be a great bene¬ 
fit for the city of Edmon¬ 
ton,” Mayor Stephen Man- 
del told reporters. 

The report says the Expo 
would attract 4.7 million 
visitors throughout the 90 
days it would be held in Ed¬ 
monton. 

The report also says Ed¬ 
monton has a good shot of 
hosting the Expo since the 
Capital region is compara¬ 
ble in size to other cities 
that have successfully host¬ 
ed the event. 

The report doesn’t sug¬ 


gest locations for the Expo, 
but it says the event should 
be larger than 25 hectares 
with an additional support 
area of 50 to 75 hectares — 
something smaller than 
the City Centre Airport. 

“There are a variety of lo¬ 
cations, but I don’t want 
people to get fixated on the 
City Centre Airport,” said 
Mandel. 

“There’s other locations 
they’re looking at, but not 
the City Centre Airport.” 

City council is expected 
to debate the report and 
decide on whether or not 
to follow up its recommen¬ 
dations Oct. 29.

mortgages. 

“The government of 
Canada is acting today to 
ensure that financial insti¬ 
tutions in this country are 
not put at a competitive 
disadvantage when raising 
funds in wholesale mar¬ 
kets to lend to consumers

and businesses,” Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty said. 

The global economic tur¬ 
moil, which has slammed 
world markets and 


dragged consumer confi¬ 
dence to its lowest levels in 
decades, is expected to 
push Canada’s economy to 
the brink of recession, the 


Bank of Canada said yester¬ 
day. 

In its quarterly report, 
the central bank projected 
the economy would shrink 
0.4 per cent in the fourth 
quarter of this year and 
would record zero growth 
in the first quarter of 2009. 
The technical definition of 
a recession is two consecu¬ 
tive quarters of economic 
contraction. 

Bank of Canada Gover¬ 
nor Mark Carney said he 
would not describe the 
economic outlook as reces¬ 
sionary, just sluggish, and 
Flaherty said he thought a 
recession could be avoided.

-he very brief rise 
and fall of 
Stephane Dion as

Failure doesn’t 
even guarantee the end of 
a career; 13 years after the 
inglorious 
end of the 
only NDP 

government 
in Ontario 
history, for¬ 
mer premier 
Bob Rae has 
failed up¬ 

ward into 
federal Par¬ 
liament, to 
only a heart¬ 
beat away 
from Dion’s 
job. 

Making 
sense of poli¬ 
tics requires 
creating a narrative out of 
the usually dispiriting 
facts of political life, so 
failure is essential if we’re 
going to try to frame a 
politician’s life in the 
grander form of tragedy. 
Richard Nixon’s career is a 
perfect model — ambition 
and compromise, failure 
then triumph, followed by 


an even greater failure 
and disgrace. It’s no sur¬ 
prise that the best biogra¬ 
phy of the man — Garry 
Wills’ Nixon Agonistes — 
describes him in the lan¬ 
guage of Greek tragedy, 
while even Oliver Stone’s 
film bio, recently reissued 
on DVD, adheres to the 
same trajectory despite 
the filmmaker’s obvious 
distaste for his subject. 

Of course, not every 
politician is allowed to 
buff their failure into 
something nearly noble 
through tragedy — de¬ 
spite the almost constant 
controversy of his two 
terms in office, it’s hard to 
call Bill Clinton’s career 
tragedy; bedroom farce is 
more apt. 

As for Dion, his moment 
in the national spotlight 
was too brief to invoke 
tragedy, and even from a 
slight remove it might 
best be described as a 
pratfall.

Aboriginal Business Canada helps entrepreneurs build their dreams 


Eleven years ago, Sean Mc¬ 
Cormick was a 23-year-old 
Metis student enrolled in 
the Manitoba Aboriginal 
Entrepreneurial Training 
Program with an idea, a 
business plan and a dream. 

Today he’s the owner of 
Blue Moose Clothing Com¬ 
pany, the biggest manufac¬ 
turer of muklulcs in Canada. 
Blue Moose’s annual sales 
have soared to seven fig¬ 
ures, and McCormick em¬ 
ploys more than 25. 

What got him there? 

McCormick credits Abo¬ 
riginal Business Canada, a 
program that provides abo¬ 
riginal entrepreneurs with 
almost $40 million a year to 
help them launch small

businesses — and keep 
them growing. Those com¬ 
panies, in turn, are a source 
of employment for other 
aboriginals as well as non¬ 
aboriginals in often eco¬ 
nomically depressed areas 
of the country. 

One of the reasons ABC is 
so fundamental, says Mc¬ 
Cormick, is the require¬ 
ment banks have for the ra¬ 
tio of money would-be en¬ 
trepreneurs must have for 


start-up costs before they’re 
eligible for a loan. “Any new 
business takes a lot of capi¬ 
tal, and that’s definitely a 
stumbling block for aborigi¬ 
nal entrepreneurs,” he says, 
noting aboriginals as a 
group are among the poor¬ 
est in Canada. 

“They’re generally start¬ 
ing brand new and don’t 
have access to the financing 
others may,” he says. 
“That’s why ABC is a great 


thing. It can help bridge the 

gap” 

Radek Bandzierz, of Abo¬ 
riginal Business Canada, 
said in a 2007 interview 
that to be eligible for ABC 
funding, aboriginal entre¬ 
preneurs must come up 
with about 15 per cent of 
the value of the project. 
“Then we would invest a 
small amount of money 
that would permit you to go 
to a financial institution 
and borrow the rest.” 

The ABC contributions 
can be up to 60 per cent of 
the value of the project, but 
no more than $99,999. The 
average is $35,000 to 
$45,000, totalling $37.25 
million each year. 


That’s down considerably 
from the $75 million ABC 
delivered annually before 
1996 budget cuts. 

McCormick is a case in 
point of a learning curve i: 
the program. After ABC 
helped him get his 
business going, they 
helped him finance a 
catalogue, and four years 
ago they helped him open a 
second factory. 

McCormick says ABC is a 
resource, and the economic 
benefits of providing busi¬ 
ness start-up consulting and 
financing seem endless.

When Jerry Auger entered 
the restaurant business by 
buying an East Side 
Mario’s franchise, he 
needed a business partner 
he could trust. He didn’t 
have to look far — just 
across the kitchen table at 
his wife, Sue Auger. 

Although she hadn’t 
planned to become a part¬ 
ner in a small business 
with her husband, Mrs. 
Auger got caught up in the 
entrepreneurial fervour. 
Fifteen years later, the cou¬ 
ple runs three restaurant 
businesses. 

“The two of us together 
make a pretty strong 
team,” says Jerry Auger 
from his office in his 
Guelph, Ont. home. 

The Augers are among an 
estimated 227,000 Canadi¬ 
an couples — dubbed copre- 
neurs — living and working 
together in the same small 
business, according to Sta¬ 
tistics Canada. They work in 
businesses as varied as the 
family farm and retail, serv¬ 
ice and web-based compa¬ 


nies, and according to Sta¬ 
tistics Canada, they work a 
combined average of 87 
hours a week, compared to 
dual-earners who were not 
running their own business 
together (they work a com¬ 
bined 74 hours). 

The long hours, lack of 
benefits such as parental 
leave and guaranteed vaca¬ 
tions, and the potential 
stress of working alongside 
the partner you just ar¬ 
gued with about your 
daughter’s boyfriend can 
affect both the business 
and the personal side of co- 
preneurial relationships, 
says Becky Stewart-Gross, 
co-author of Sleeping With 
Your Business Partner: A 
Communications Toolkit 
for Couples in Business To¬ 
gether (Capital 2007). 

Stewart-Gross, who wrote 
the book with her husband 
and business partner, 
Michael Gross, is a Wiscon¬ 
sin-based consultant spe¬ 
cializing in leadership 
training. 

The couple, who say co- 
preneurial businesses are 
the fastest-growing seg¬ 
ment of small businesses in 
the United States, surveyed 


more than 100 other copre- 
neurs. The couples told 
them mixing the two are¬ 
nas was the biggest source 
of tension within their rela¬ 
tionship. 

“We know one couple 
where they ended up get¬ 
ting divorced and kept the 
business, but for many oth¬ 
ers, both have split,” she 
says. 

One of the keys to pre¬ 
venting a divorce that can 
also sink a business is clear 
communication and ensur¬ 
ing the company is fi¬ 
nanced well enough to sup¬ 
port two incomes, she says. 


“No matter how much 
you think you’re funded, 
you’re probably not fund¬ 
ed enough,” Stweart-Gross 
says. “The financing will 
make all the difference as 
to the pressure it will put 
on you as a couple.” 

She also advises couples 
to develop a communica¬ 
tion and conflict manage¬ 
ment plan before they set 
up the company — just the 
way they would plan a fire 
escape route. 

“You don’t want to talk 
about how to get out of the 
house when it’s on fire,” 
she says. 


Another important fac¬ 
tor for couples wanting to 
head off a split is to diversi¬ 
fy their roles and responsi¬ 
bilities. That’s a lesson the 
Augers have heeded, and 
one they consider crucial 
to both their marital and 
business success. 

“I don’t do what he does, 
and he doesn’t do what I 
do,” says Mrs. Auger, who 
oversees the book-keeping 
and supervises staffing as 
well as other day-to-day op¬ 
erations. Her husband, on 
the other hand, enjoys put¬ 
ting deals together, mar¬ 
keting and long-term strat- 
egy — so those are the 
tasks he takes on. 

“We tend to be quite op¬ 
posite in terms of some of 
the things we do, so we 
were able to find our 
places in our businesses 
fairly easy,” says Mr. Auger. 

The Augers made a point 
of scheduling family meals 
where they do not discuss 
their businesses, even if the 
discussion later spills into 
the bedroom. That helps, 
but finding time for every¬ 
thing remains difficult, Mr. 
Auger says. It is not unusual 
for the phone to ring in the

up to take over the direc¬ 
tor’s chair on the fifth film 
of the Saw franchise after 
being production designer 
on its three predecessors, 
and second unit director 
on the last two. 

The new film arrives in 
theatres today virtually 
unseen, and so far the only 
thing we can say for sure is 
that the Jigsaw Killer, the 
villain of the first three 
films, was definitely dead 
in the fourth, but there are 
no assurances that he’s 
gone. 

Such is the world of the 
Saw films, begun four 
years ago by director 
James Wan, a place where 
reality is as slippery as 
morality, and the only 
thing you can be sure of is 
that a lot of people will die 
horribly by the time the 
credits roll. 

Along with Eli Roth’s 
Hostel and a host of films 
from Japan and Korea, the 
Saw franchise is credited 
with upping the ante on 


horror, and even taking it 
well past the point where 
some of its fans, as much 
enamoured with its kitsch 
value as the gore, felt com¬ 
fortable. 

“You can even see that 
the censor board approves 
things that would never 
have been approved even 
five years ago,” Haclcl tells 
me. “Partly due to things 
like the Saw franchise, 
Quentin Tarantino’s films, 
Eli Roth’s films; and I 
think that with the media 
nowadays we’ve become 
very desensitized to vio¬ 
lence. 

“I don’t think there’s 
veiy many people who’ve 
seen it that can forget the 
image of a monk lighting 
himself on fire, all those 
years ago, but when you 
think about when that 
happened — that was in 
the ’60s, and yet that was 
on the news, and I think 
the news and their por¬ 
trayal of the real world has 
changed so much, and 
people can take a whole 
lot more.

Filmmaker Gavin O’Con¬ 
nor (Miracle) better hope 
that fans of this summer’s 
blockbuster The Incredible 
Hulk follow its lead actor 
Edward Norton over to his 
new film, Pride and Glory. 

Unfortunately, I serious¬ 
ly doubt most fanboys care 
much for a melodrama 
about a family of cops. Be¬ 
sides, there have been 
more flicks made about 
corrupt New York City 
cops than Dunkin’ has 
doughnuts. 

In this one, Norton stars 
as Ray Tierney, a trauma¬ 
tized detective who re¬ 
turns to the force at the 
urging of his police chief 
father (Jon Voight) to inves¬ 
tigate the mysterious mur¬ 
der of four of NYPD’s 


finest. Soon, Ray begins to 
discover his respected old¬ 
er brother (Noah Em¬ 
merich) and unrestrained 
brother-in-law (Colin Far¬ 
rell) may be involved in a 
deep-rooted scandal. 

Exploring themes of loy¬ 
alty and integrity, Ray is 
torn between his close-knit 
family and the NYPD, 
forced to confront his own 
pained morality. 


It’s definitely a good 
thing Norton stars in the 
film. He’s well cast and 
provides the perfect subtle 
intensity to the struggling 
detective. 

In fact, the entire cast is 
mostly as excellent as they 
should be given the mate¬ 
rial, rich with detail and 
character. 

This drama’s dialogue 
may be its prime potency, 


but it’s also a drawback — 
at more than two hours 
long, the flick becomes a 
bit too tiresome. 

With powerful perform¬ 
ances, a dark and melan¬ 
cholic tone, and a climac¬ 
tic fight scene that delivers 
the punches with, well, a 
punch, Pride and Glory 
may be all too familiar but 
it’s a respectably intense 
ride nonetheless.

“To me, once it’s in your 
home, that’s mainstream, 
man. Even though the 
computer is the device that 
conveys it, it’s just as com¬ 
monplace now as the re¬ 
frigerator or the mi¬ 
crowave.” 

The mainstreaming of 
pornography is one of the 
issues Smith addresses in 
his raunchy romantic com¬ 
edy about Zack (Seth Ro¬ 
gen) and Miri (Elizabeth 
Banks). It hits theatres next 
Friday. 

“Sex obviously is used to 
sell any number of things 
in this culture,” Smith said 
in an interview during the 


Toronto International Film 
Festival. “And porn sex, I 
think is about as widely ac¬ 
cepted as it can be in a 
country like ours down 
south that is still a bit puri¬ 
tanical with its attitudes 
toward sex.” 

Smith’s own feelings 
about living in a porn-at-a- 
lceystrolce society are 
shaped by the fact he has a 
nine-year-old daughter. 

“At the end of the day, 
when my kid is old enough 
and curious enough, she’ll 
be able to look something 
up online that I never was 
able to do when I was 
younger,” Smith said. 

“Does that unnerve me? I 
don’t know. I hope we just 
raise her well enough to be 
like, ‘Look, just understand 
this is not what sex truly is. 
This is a representation of 


sex and as such, they take 
certain liberties.’” 

A lack of money is cen¬ 
tral to Zack and Miri’s deci¬ 
sion to have sex on camera. 
They’re two people playing 
by the rules, but they can’t 
get ahead financially — 
just like a lot of people 
these days. 

“When I was writing it, 
we weren’t really in the 
throes of a really weak-ass 
economy,” said Smith. “But 
now, by the time the 
movie’s done and coming 
out, the economy is in the 
toilet. And suddenly, the 
movie seems very plausi¬ 
ble. Whereas before, it was 
just like, ‘Wow, what a 
whimsy this is.’ 

“But now, it’s just like, 
‘Hey man — for a quick 
buck ... maybe.’ I kind of 
like that.”

bin Laden-lilce terrorist.Ob- 
serving Ferris’ moves from 
the eyes of unmanned spy 
drones, is chief Ed Hoff¬ 
man (Russell Crowe). For 
Ferris, this disconnect is 
the perfect example of the 
problems in the Middle 
East: If those directing the 
War on Terror cannot re¬ 
late to the situation on the 
ground, how can they 
solve the quandaiy there? I 
suppose that’s the political 
expression of the film.

Once it’s out there, there’s 
no turning back — and 
that’s a good thing for Se¬ 
bastien Grainger & the 
Mountains. 

The band has been tour¬ 
ing extensively for the past 
two years with, as Grainger 
says, “very little material 
out there.” That changed 
this week when the debut 
album Sebastien Grainger 
& the Mountains was final¬ 
ly released. 

“I’m excited just for the 
people to have the songs in 
their heads,” said Grainger, 
former drummer/vocalist 
of dance-punk duo Death 
From Above 1979. “And for 
when we go out to play 
them, for people to know 
what we’re doing and know 
what the songs are ... But it 
has been a special trajecto¬ 
ry to have the opportunity 
to play for a substantial 
amount of people without 


having that advantage. It’s 
going to be interesting to 
see what the next phase is 
once people know the 
record.” 

The self-titled debut is 
Grainger’s first full-length 
release since Death From 
Above 1979’s gold-selling 
album You’re a Woman, 
I’m a Machine, which was 
released four years ago. Se¬ 


bastien Grainger & the 
Mountains is less aggressive 
(not necessarily softer) than 
DFA79, more personal and 
with more precise hooks. 

It is also pretty well Se¬ 
bastien solo. Grainger in¬ 
tended the album to be a 
band record, but... 

“As I was going through 
the process of recording, I 
found myself having trou¬ 


ble communicating exactly 
what my ideas were,” he 
said. “Given the fact that 
I’m able to play the instru¬ 
ments on the record, I just 
decided it would be easier 
to just do it myself most of 
the time.” 

But taking charge doesn’t 
mean taking over com¬ 
pletely. Grainger says he 
took a “carefree approach 
to certain parts of the 
record.” Sometimes, less 
than perfect is just perfect. 

“I was like, you know 
what? ... I could keep re¬ 
recording these parts and 
get them perfect, but I was 
losing the spontaneity and 
the humanity of the thing,” 
Grainger said. “So what 
ended up happening is, I 
would commit to takes and 
performances. I would lis¬ 
ten to it from an outsider’s 
perspective, or tiy to listen 
to it from an objective 
place. 

“As a result, it’s a live- 
sounding record, a record 
that has this humanity.” 


Frankie died young — ei¬ 
ther 51 or 52, depending 
on who you talk to — was¬ 
n’t necessarily a surprise. 
The shock was that it was 
something as mundane as 
cancer. 

Like the Ramones, recog¬ 
nition for Teenage Head’s 
influence came late. The 
surviving members will be 
feted with a special Life¬ 
time Achievement Award 
at the Hamilton Music 
Awards next month. And if 
we ever get around to 
building a proper rock ’n’ 
roll hall of fame in this 


country, Teenage Head 
should be among the first 
inductees. 

By the way, the Black 
Knight is long gone. Last 
time I drove past, I think it 
was a co-operative strip 
club (“The club owned by 
strippers for strippers”— 
or something like that.) 
But that’s OK. The place 
stopped being special for 
me when Teenage Head no 
longer played there.

ly join the pop culture trivia 
game canon with a spoof of 
the AMC show in the annual 
Simpsons Halloween Tree- 
house Of Horror episode. 


In a segment that begins 
with Homer in silhouette 
falling slowly between sky¬ 
scrapers covered in advertis¬ 
ing images — a tribute to 
Mad Men’s iconic title se¬ 
quence — the show sati¬ 
rizes the use of dead celebri¬ 
ties in advertising, accord¬ 
ing to a post on the New 
York Post’s TV blog. 

You’ll have to indulge me 
with another Mad Men col¬ 
umn — the show goes away 
for 9 months after this Sun¬ 
day, and all I’ll have to work 
with until then will be the 
negotiations between Matt 


Weiner and the show’s pro¬ 
ducers and network to get 
Mad Men’s creator on board 
for season three, a sticky sit¬ 
uation that the Post insists 
will attract Weiner’s old em¬ 
ployer, HBO, around the 
show like some kind of well- 
capitalized carrion bird. 

With the end of the sea¬ 
son in sight, Weiner has 
been giving interviews in 
the U.S., including a long 
Q&A with Variety where he 
admitted that he’d had the 
whole back story for Jon 
Hamm’s Don Draper perco¬ 
lating in his head for years 


— since before he was a 
writer on The Sopranos, in 
fact — but that he has only 
the vaguest idea of how the 
show will end. One thing he 
does know is that, when sea¬ 
son three begins at some 
point after late 1962 and the 
Cuban Missile Crisis, John F. 
Kennedy’s assassination 
won’t be part of the action. 

“I know one thing,” Wein¬ 
er told Variety, “which is 
that I think everybody’s 
seen enough of the 
Kennedy assassination.

we’ll see their reaction. But I 
definitely don’t want to go 
through that dramatically.
